SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Buttman’s Bubble Butt Babes contains five explicit scenes 
of sexual activity, involving one female with between one and four males. Certain 
features exist throughout the video recording that substantially degrade and 
dehumanise the female participants. These features include the manner in which the 
male participants and the director talk about and direct the females during the sexual 
activity, the use of camera close-ups on the females’ genitals, and the nature of the 
sexual activity itself, which is designed solely to facilitate male sexual gratification. The 
end result is that the females present as no more than a vessel for male sexual 
pleasure. No factors exist to mitigate this effect. In view of the consistently high degree 
to which the video recording degrades and dehumanises the female participants, it is 
considered that the publication’s availability is likely be injurious to the public good. 

After balancing this likelihood of injury against the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, 
the publication has been classified as:
